1. Certificate of Recognition--This 
award shall be given for an achievement, 
short-term in nature, and primarily lo- 
cal in impact, during the year between 
conventions. 


2. Qutstanding Achievement in Theatre 
Award - This shall be given for an achieve- 
ment of state, regional, or national sig- 
nificance; may be short-term or long-term 
in nature.

The collaboration of the whole, be- 
gun by the playwright, continued by the 
director and completed by the actor.'" 


From American Theatre, September 1985: 
"The quotable review has been a tradition- 
al marketing tool for selling theatre tic- 
kets, although quoting negative notices in 
an ad has never really caught on. The 
Cleveland Play House...decided to put bad 
Press to good effect after receiving a 
swipe from the Cleveland Plain Dealer's 
entertainment editor...for its production 
of HIGH SPIRITS. 

"With a banner teaser that cried 'POPPY- 
COCK!', the ad placed...in the Plain Deal- 
er sent a defiant message to both the pa- 
per and Cleveland thearegoers, by re- 
printing a choice paragraph from Connors 
slam: ‘Cleveland's high-budget community 
theatre opened the 1964 Coward-and-colla- 
borators' musical Friday night in its 
usual fashion, with the sort of mediocre 
effort that made the exit into the night 
feel like an excape.' The ad then pointed 
out that this response was in marked con- 
trast to the Plain Dealer's theatre critic 
...who signled out their last three pro- 
ductions as 'Critic's Choice.’ They then 
offered free tickets to the first 50 peo- 
ple who called the box office, with the 
understanding that their opinion would be 
solicited and printed in the Plain Dealer 
the following week. 

"A total of 100 couples were assembled 
for the free performance, and the audience 
survey found that 87% responded favorably 
and 13% felt negative. The results were 
printed the following week, and by the 
third week of the run, ticket sales had 
picked up and carried through the run at 
an ‘acceptable’ level...In addition, the 
Play House received a stream of letters 
overwhelmingly supportive of the rebel- 
lious ad."
